shells in no uncertain manner. : 
There is need for a word of caution in 


the present urge for heavy loads, as the 
average gunner does not thoroughly ap- 
preciate the fact that loads and the 
weight of gun in which the loads are 
going to be shot have to have a certain 
ratio. In other words, the load you use 
on any kind of game should be balanced

Baked Prunes. 


Perhaps prunes are used more vari- 
ously than any other fruit, either 
fresh or dried. They are a staple on 
the breakfast table and prune juice 
may alternate With orange juice. Our 
breakfast table dish does not need to 
be an ordinary prune, and for holiday 
breakfast we may make it quite ele- 
gant by cooking large prunes slowly, 
draining, pitting them, rolling them 
‘in sugar, and then heating them in a 
little butter to melt the sugar. These 
are universally considered @ delicious 
breakfast confection. 

We know, also, that prune pies have 
to alternate with the national 
apple pic, and for two scores of years, 
perhaps, or more, the prune whip has 
been considered an extremely delicate 
dessert.
